THANKSGIVING. 


B 


Y proclaimed announcement from the President 


of the United States, seconded by the govern- 


ors of the diffeient commonwealths, this is a day 
set apart for the American people to give praise 
and thanks to the Most High for the blessings He 
has bestowed upon us as individuals and as a na- 
tion. The custom of appointing such a day origin- 
ated with the early colonists of Masachusetts and 
continued without intermission in all of the New 
England colonies and States as local festivals and 
almost exclusively in that section, until after the 
middle of the last century when it was made a na- 
tional holiday. In former years it was known in 
the south and the then, west as the "Yankee Christ- 
mas," and was observed only in the New England, 
and to a lesser extent, in some of the Middle States. 
The prejudice against it on account of its Puritan 
origin, has, however, died away and, notwithstand- 
ing, or rather perhaps because of the growth of 
liberal religious sentiment, it is recognized today by 
the people of all sections, as a day, if not consecrat- 
ed to the Supreme Ruler of the Universe, at least 
as an occasion for recognition of His power and ac- 
knowledgement of His goodness and mercy to the 
people of the earth. 


Apart from its religious phase, origin and ob- 


servance, it is a welcome addition to the days of 
festivity and relaxation, of which there are too few 
enjoyed by the American people; the Fourth of Ju- 
ly, Christmas and New Years being the only others 
that are observed with such degree of unanimity 
and zest as should feature the gala days of a people 
devoted, as we are, to perhaps too close attention to 
the affairs of everyday life. 
As a people we are so 


absorbed in the routine of business that it requires 
strong appeals to sentiment and concerted joy- 
onsness to so swerve us from the ruts of mental or 
physical toil as to enable us to fully enjoy the few 
days of festivity that are afforded by the anniver- 
saries that are celebrated among us. 


So let us make the most of the occasion. 
Let us 


give thanks to the Lord for the blessings we enjoy. 
Let us not criticise His acts, and in those things
